Convention observers estimate that 
the convention is worth approxi­ 
mately $60000 to Gettysburg 
This 
amount, convention observers assert 
will be expended in Gettysburg dur­ 
ing the four days. among every class 
of business trade here including ho­ 
tels.

restaurants 
barber shops garages, filling sta­ 
tions. drug stores, dry goods stores 
and all others.

PEA CROP HIT 
BY SMALL FLY 


Canners Report 30 Per Cent 
Of Crop On 4,000 Acres 
Has Been Hurt. 


Heavy damage to the commercial 
pea crop in southern Adams county, 
western York county and Carroll 
and Frederick counties in Maryland 
from an insect known to growers as 
the 
pea fly” ha: been reported to 
cantling companies in this section 
by growers 
On the more than 4000 
acres in peas in the section known 
as western Maryland and southern 
Pennsylvania. 30 per cent of the pea 
crop has beer, ruined by the depre­ 
dations of the insects. 
The insects riddle the leaves full 
of small holes, the pea vines shrivel­ 
ing up and failing to mature. The 
damage has occurred during the 
past several weeks and the insects 
have 
already 
passed 
No more 
damage from this pest is expected 
The first appearance of the Jap­ 
anese beetle, feared mostly by com­ 
mercial growers of beans, is expect­ 
ed some time during the next two 
weeks in the southern end of the 
county, according to the Kingsdale 
Packing company, located near Lit­ 
tlestown, in the center of the com­ 
mercial truck crop section. 
The farmers in that section are 
preparing to dust their bean fields 
with a special preparation which 
kills both the adult and Ute young 
of the beetle 
A special dusting ap­ 
paratus is being supplied by the 
Kingsdale Canning company for the 
use of the truck farmers. 
Some 
beetles have been seen, it was re­ 
ported. but little or no damage has 
been reported.

Speed Great 
Although

testified that the speed of their car 
was between 40 and 45 miles an 
hour when the Johnstown student 
attempted to pass Deardorff’s m a­ 
chine, Mr. and Mrs. Gebhart esti­ 
mated the speed of the student’s 
machine at between 50 and 60 miles 
an hour. 
McMillan and Stoner both testi­ 
fied that Deardorff's car forced Ful­ 
mer from the highway, causing the 
latter’a machine to sideswipe a tele­ 
phone pole, but Deardorff declared 
his car was always on the right side 
of the highway, and Mr and Mrs.

vinced that the group on the other 
side is lawless ” 
He added that on one side are 
“those “who are intolerant of the n a­

would break down all other laws lo 
violate it. On the other hand, we 
feel the pressure of those who are 
intolerant of all other taws to en­ 
force it.” 
Fourth Amendment Cited 
He said that if .searches and seiz­ 
ures are made in violation of ones 
constitutional rights, as safeguarded 
under the fourth amendment, it be- 
comes the duty of this court how­ 
ever unpopular such action may lie.
